(UP)—Publicity has wrecked his 
chances of establishing contact 
with the kidnapers of his wife— 
Mrs. Alice Parsons, society heiress 
and “double” of Anne Morrow 
Lindbergh, William H. Parsons Jr., 
her husband, said tonight. 

He made his announcement as 
G-men took charge of the case in 
an attempt to restore the gay, at- 
tractive 36-year-old w6ématr te her 
home here on the tip of Long 
Island. She disappeared yester- 
day, and conflicting stories were 
told today by persons who saw her 
get into an automobile and drive 
away. Whether one or two persons 
were with her and whether one of 
them was a man were points on 
which witnesses disagreed. Behind 
was left - note, demanding $25,000 
ransom and instructing Parsons 
to meet the kidnaper at the Ja- 
maica bus station. | 

In response to Parsons’ request 
that the estate be cleared of po- 
lice and newspapermen, every- 
body departed except two town 
policemen who remained at the 
gates. Federal agents were among 
those who departed. 

Parsons’ Statement. 

Tonight Parsons issued this 
statement: 

“Because of the tragic events 
which have occurred I want to 
seek the co-operation of the law 
enforcement agencies and t :

Air Woman Lands at Gao After 7 Hours 55 Minute Flight 
Drom Dakar, Senegal; Hop to Khartoum Is 
Scheduled for Today

PARIS, June 10.—(#)—The air 
ministry announced that Amelia 
Earhart, flying around the world, 
landed at Gao, French West Africa, 
at 2:50 p. m. today, Greenwich 
time (9:50 a. m., Atlanta time), 
after a hop from Dakar, Senegal. 

Telegrams from the French mil- 
itary commandant at Gao to the 
ministry reported the American 
airwoman made a perfect landing 
after a flight of 7 hours 55 minutes 
for the 1,140 miles. 

Miss Earhart and her navigator, 
Captail Fred Noonan, indicated 
they intended to hop off early to- 
morrow from El Fasher on her 
way to Khartoum, in the western 
Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, about 1,- 
750 miles east and slightly south 
of Gao. 

Weather conditions have caused 
her to alter her original trans- 
African route, which called for a 
stop at Fort Lamy, southeast of 
Lake Chad. 

From El Fasher it is an easy 
500-mile hop to Khartoum, Anglo- 
Egyptian Sudan, probably Miss 
Earhart’s last African halting

From there she plans to 
fly to. Aden, across the Red Sea. 

Gao is on the Niger river, al- 
most on the meridian of Green- 
wich and the 16th parallel of north 
latitude. 

The airwoman altered some- 
what her previously set course on 
account of unfavorable weather. 

She had planned to fly her 
silvery, twin-engined monoplane 
to Naimey, French Niger colony, 
250 miles southeast of Gao and 
due east of Dakar. 

Arising before dawn, Miss Ear- 
hart hurried to the ai:field where 
she received reports of barometric 
depressions and tornadoes in the 
Sudanese region in the heart of 
Africa over which she had charted 
her course. 

So she decided to swing slightly 
to the north to Gao but maintained 
the general direction of her itiner- 
ary through the center of the con- 
tinent toward Lake Chad, French 
Equatorial Africa. 

Eager to be on her aerial way, 
the flyer climbed into her ship 
with Noonan, after thanking 
French Colonial Aeronautic, Air 
France and airport officials fo 
their help. 

Her plane made a 500-yard run 
and lifted easily despite its heavy 
fuel load. It circled the field once 
in a farewell gesture and sped into

HUNDREDS MARCH 
UN MONROE PLANT 


Mayor Asks for Troops 
As Renewal of Steel 
Company Battle Nears. 


MONROE, Mich., Jane 1¥1.— 
(Friday )—()—Mayor Daniel A. 
Knaggs dispatched another re- 
quest for troops to Governor 
Frank Murphy early today to 
defend the city against a sym- 
pathy march of Pontiac mem- 
gers of the United Automobile 
Workers of America. 

The .wayor ordered uniform- 
ed police, on duty at the New- 
ton Steel Company’s plant since 
a clash with pickets that marked 
the plant’s reopening last night, 
to return to the city in prepara- 
tion for the march. 


By the Associated Press. 
Police smashed through a band 
of steel pickets yesterday at Mon- 
roe, Mich., opening a path for 800 
non-strikers to return to work in 
the Newton Steel Company plant. 
The encounter was brief and 
beclouded by gas. It came after 
two hours of futile negotiations be- 
tween Governor Frank Murphy 
and leaders of the Committee for 
Industrial Organization § strikers 
and the police, headed by Chief 
Jesse Fisher, of Monroe. 

It was the first successful move 
of Republic Steel Corporation, one 
of three large strike-affected pro- 
ducers, to reopen a mill. 
Resumption of work was set for 
4 p. m. but for two hours the 200 
special police and 120 pickets, in- 
cluding 20 women, faced one an- 
other while Governor Murphy 
pleaded for a delay of the crisis. 
Then the police line, followed by 
800 workers in automobiles, 
charged. 

Pickets Yield to Gas. 
Pickets hurled missiles and 
swung clubs, but yielded quickly 
before the gas, and the workers 
passed down the road to the plant, 
which employs about 1,300 men. 
It was closed by strike May 28. 
The ominous situation at Mon- 
roe had held the attention of the 
entire steel strike front, reaching 
into seven states and affecting 
some 73,000 workers.

The resolution would let. the 
committee turn the spotlight of 
publicity on many of the secrets 
of the big income taxpayers. 

Congressional leaders indicated 
Secretary Morgenthau wouid open 
the inquiry next week by sub- 
mitting to the committee in pub- 
lic session the names of the in- 
come taxpayers whom President 
Roosevelt has accused of dodging 


taxes. 
Defense Provided. 

Those named in the :investiga- 
tion, leaders said, would then be 
given a chance to appear and de- 
fend themselves. 

As soon as President Roosevelt 
signs the resolution, probably to- 
morrow, Vice President ‘“Yarner 
and Speaker Bankhead wiil ap- 
point the members of the investi- 
gating committee—six from each 
house. 

Chairman Doughton, Democrat, 
North Carolina, of the house ways 
and means committee, which must 
originate the loop-hole plugging 
legislation the investigation is de- 
signed to provide—probably will 
head the committee. 

Expect Sensations. 

The investigation—expected by 
congressional veterans to be one 
of the most sensational in years— 
will be the first within recent 
times conducted by a joint com- 
mittee.

Mysterious H ysteria Attacks 200 
In Factory, Causing Pandemonium 


PARIS, June 11.—(Friday)— 
(UP)—Two hundred women em- 
ployes of a factory in Thumeries, 
near Lille, were reported today to 
have been seized suddenly with 
fainting and hysteria attacks. 
Doctors were unable to explain 
the incident except as an incom- 
prehensible collective psycho- 
pathological attack. 

The mass seizure began after 
one woman fell unconscious, Oth- 
ers rushed to her aid but as soon 
as they reached her, they began 
to shriek and whirl about as 
though dizzy. Some fainted, oth- 
ers rolled on the floor. 

Pandemonium broke out in the 
factory when other women began

Doctors sampled the factory air 
and found it normal. | 

Blood tests were given te the 
victims immediately but they 
shoaved no signs of gas or other 
intoxicants. 

Doctors declared the symptoms 
and after-effects were typically 
nervous. They believed it was 
due to collective hysteria. - 

The women recovered gradual- 
ly, except for four younger ones 
who complained of severe pains.

WELFARE BOARD 
SPEEDS AID PLANS 


10,000 Pension Checks To 
Be Issued Before July 1, 
Director Murdaugh Says 


The State Public Welfare De- 
partment became a hive of activ- 
ity yesterday preparing to pay 
old-age pensions next month un- 
der terms of two amendments 
ratified by voters Tuesday. 

First of the amendments to 
have an active effect on the state 
government, the two social secur- 
ity provisions will make it pos- 
sible for the department to dis- 
burse $3,250,000 for aid to the 
aged needy, dependent children, 
and needy blind. 

The money will not become 
available until July 1, but Wel- 
fare Director Lamar Murdaygh 
said at least 10,000 old-age pen- 
sion checks will be issued during 
that period. 

Checks To Average $10. 

The payments, he predicted, 
will average $10—a higher aver- 
age than that for other southern 
states having social security laws. 

The checks will be disbursed 
by mail through a central office 
in Atlanta in accordance with a 
“plan of audits and accounts” 
just approved by the Federal So- 
cial Security Board. 

Under this same plan, counties 
—which contribute 10 per cent of 
the cost of pensions in their re- 
spective districts—each month 
will submit to the state board a 
requisition showing the name, ad- 
dress and pension amount of each 

The counties will be required 
to submit their part of the cost 
along with the requisitions, Mur- 
daugh said. 

State Pays 40 Per Cent, 

Of the remaining pol ies cent 
of the cost, the state pay 40 
per cent and will receive a grant 
of 50 per cent from the federal 
government,

GEORGIA ASKS U. 3. 
T0 GUT OFF LIQUOR 


Defeat of Repeal Brings 
Request To Stem Flow 
To Save State Revenue.

The state of Georgia, through 
Revenue Commissioner T. Grady 


Head, yesterday called on the fed- 
eral government to halt the flow 
of liquor into Georgia in view of 
Tuesday’s popular vote against 
prohibition repeal. 

In a letter to the Federal Al- 
cohol Administration in Washing- 
ton, Commissioner Head, who has 
charge of the licensing and regu- 
lation of alcoholic beverages le- 
galized under state law, cited 
Tuesday’s vote and asked for as- 
sistance of the federal government 
under the twenty-first amendment 
to the constitution of the United 
States, which provides for federal 
protection of dry states. 

Enforcement Demanded. 

Meanwhile, the Rt. Rev. Wil- 
liam;N. Ainsworth, bishop of the 
North Georgia Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church called 
for rigid enforcement of the dry 
law and was joined in his plea by 
Representative James V. Carmi- 
chael, of Cobb county, a wet lead- 
er in the general assembly. 

Commissioner Head. did not 
make public his letter to federal 
authorities but he issued a formal 
statement, saying he thought the 
federal liquor licenses should be 
revoked. His statement follows: 

“The 'fesults of the referendum 
for the legalization and control of 
whisky in Georgia makes it most 
clear that Georgia must have en- 
forcement of its ‘prohibition laws 
if it is to protect its revenues. At 
present, best information available 
indicates there are some 5,000 fed- 
eral licenses permitting the sale 
of whisky in force in Georgia. ‘The 
sale of stteh whisky is illegal un- 
der our law, and under the pro- 
vision of the twenty-first amend- 
ment to the federal constitution 
Georgia is entitled to federal pro- 
tection from the importation of 
w . The voters of Georgia 
have heretofore authorized the 
sale of beer in this state, and the

Eugene Page, Columbus publisher. 

Confirmation Seen. 

While Senator George contin- 
ued to withhold an. announcement 
as to his intentions regarding the 


- Allen nomination, the feeling of 


his friends was that in view of 
the Davis and Doyle appointments 
today he will now allow the Mil- 
ledgeville man’s name to be con- 
firmed. 

District Attorney Davis, who 
comes from Senator George’s home 
town of Vienna, was given his 
first appointment four years ago 
at the instance of the senior sen- 
ator. Marshal Doyle, a former su- 
perintendent of the Roosevelt 
farm in Meriwether county, was 
indorsed by both Senator George 
and Senator Richard B. Russell 
Jr., at the personal request of the 
President, but his reappointment 
is known to be entirely satisfac- 
tory to the senior member. 

Thus, with a hasty stroke, Mr. 
Roosevelt has tended to dispel re- 
ports that the Allen appointment 
was the forerunner of general pat- 
ronage reprisals to be directed at 
Senator George because of his op- 
position to the administration fed- 
eral judiciary reorganization bill. 

Punishment Denied. 

Meantime, word has also been 
brought the senator by one of his 
colleagues in the upper chamber 
who recently called at the White 
House, that Mr. Roosevelt had no 
thought of punishing him for his 
court stand by ignoring his rec- 
ommendations on the collector- 
ship. Senator George had in- 
dorsed R. E. Matheson, of Hart- 
well, while Senator Russell pre- 
sented the candidacy of Mr. Allen, 
his political manager in the cam- 
paign against former Governor 
Talmadge last fall. 

Senator George was naturally 
pleased with the nominations re- 
ceived today and under the cir- 
cumstances his friends predict that 
his disposition will be to let mat- 
ters take their normal course.

THERE MUST BE A SOLUTION 


Senator Royal S. Copeland, of New York, 
has proposed a senate investigation of the in- 
creasing labor troubles which beset the nation. 

Whether or not such an investigation pro- 
vides the best approach to a settlement of the 
conflict between workers and their employers 
there will be general agreement that a solution 
of some sort must be found quickly. 

Labor unrest is nothing new. It is but the 
outgrowth of the universal search by mankind 
for greater security in life. Yet it has been 
many years since the country has witnessed so 
many or so widespread strikes, “sit-downs,” 
walkouts and lockouts, as have occurred in re- 
cent months. In numerous instances these out- 
breaks have been accompanied by violence. 

Neither capital nor labor has anything to 
fear from an impartial investigation such as 
that suggested by Senator Copeland. It is im- 
perative that a cure for the social sickness be 
found, yet no physician can adequately pre- 
scribe a remedy without complete understand- 
ing of the underlying causes of the illness. 

Unless a means to halt the growing unrest 
is found, the nation faces an intolerable con- 
dition. When a community of a half million 
people can be deprived of a necessity of life, 
as the Saginaw valley of Michigan was deprived 
of electricity for 15 hours by a strike which 
labor leaders themselves branded as unauthor- 
ized, the shadow of far-flung violence is not 
far distant. 

Unauthorized strikes such as this must be 
prevented. They create too great a menace to 
the orderly process of American life and free- 


dom. 

At the same time a means for the peaceful 
settlement of basic differences between labor 
and employers generally must be found. Neither 
side can object to a calm and sincere effort to 
find this settlement. 

In the words of Governor Martin L. Davey, 
of Ohio, addressed to steel company officials 
and labor leaders, “You cannot refrain from 
fair discussion of the problem around the con- 


ference table.” 


- 


COTTON PRODUCTION COSTS 

In referring to the address made by Charles 
J. Haden, of Atlanta, before the recent meet- 
ing in Texas of the National Cottonseed Prod- 
ucts Association, the Cotton and Cotton Oil 
Press points out two essential changes which 
must be brought about in the production of 
cotton, if the southern grower is fully to real- 
ize the profits still possible in the staple. 

These, the publication says, are higher yield 
per acre through increased soil fertility and 
higher quality through intelligent seed selec- 
tion. 

Clarence Ousley, assistant secretary of agri- 
culture under the Wilson administration, in an 
editorial in the issue of May 29, concurs fully 
with Mr. Haden’s protest against inequitable 
fiscal policies which handicap foreign trade and 
discriminate against such cotton by-products 
as margarine and cotton oil shortening. 

“The cost is the thing,” says Mr. Ousley, 
which will determine the growth, or even the 
retention, of cotton production in the United 
States. Pointing to the rapid development of 
cotton production in other countries which en- 
joy cheap labor and likewise practice the most 
modern methods of production, he declares the 
predominant position in the world cotton mar- 
ket held for so long by the United States will 
be lost unless producers here can bring about 
a drastic lowering of the cost of production per 
pound. 

The only means to achieve this reduction, 
he says, are by larger yield and improved 


quality. 


LINDBERGH, THE PESSIMIST 


Colonel Charles Lindbergh adopts a new role 
when he pessimistically informs the world that 
airplanes will, probably, never be able to fly 
faster than a “few hundred miles an hour.” To 
the wing of a plane traveling 1,000 miles an 
hour, he explains, the air becomes “to all prac- 
tical purposes as solid as concrete.” 

Thus age reveals its encroaching hand upon 
youth. The Lindbergh of ten years ago, the 
Lindbergh who so nonchalantly flew the At- 
lantic alone, would not have admitted any im- 
possibility. The very word “can’t” is said to 
be unknown in the bright lexicon of youth. 

Now a more mature Lindbergh brings sor- 
row to a world by saying it can never travel 
faster than a “few hundred miles” per hour. 
What is such a puny speed? Unless dreams of 
circling the globe in a couple of hours are, 
eventually, to come true, what is the purpose 
of speed? Is there, after all, a limit to the 
shrinkage of the earth? 

True, Colonel Lindbergh holds out a modi- 
cum of hope. He hints that, maybe, rocket 
planes will solve the problem. Perhaps, even 
yet, some day a rocket-propelled plane will fly 
around the world so fast it will collide with 
its own rear ehd. 3

SIMPLICITY AT THE END 

Jean Harlow, most glamorous of all Holly- 
wood’s “glamor girls,” was buried on Wednes- 
day. Her funeral services were held in a small 
chapel. They were attended only by her fam- 

_ ily and close friends in the profession in which 
she ranked so high. The rites consisted only 
of a few favorite songs and a simple service 
read by a Christian Science reader. 

The world will approve this final chapter of 
a career lived under the glare of that pub- 
licity which is an integral part of a screen 
favorite’s existence. : 

Hollywood has been criticized ofttimes for 
its much publicized antics. The finger of the 
exploiter has been visible too often, even in 
the most sacred moments of life and death and 
in the domestic affairs which should, in all de- 
cent restraint, be dedicated to privacy. 

Perhaps a large proportion of this over- 
publicizing of private lives is necessary. Screen 
personalities, to large degree, depend upon the 
printed word for success. It is the life blood 
of film prominence. 

Too often, though, that craze for public no- 
tice has resulted in offenses against good taste 
and understandable disgust among cultured 
people. 

The story of Jean Harlow’s funeral offers 
grateful contrast. By her own wish, expressed 
before she died, her funeral was a thing of 
beautiful simplicity, a dignified tribute to a 
girl whose life brought entertainment to. mil- 
lions and who now rests in that peace which 
comes at last to all, the prominent and ob- 
scure alike. 


THE SCENE SHIFTS 

Adolf Hitler is to address a group of trusted 
Nazi followers on problems of the Polish 
frontier. The address will be made on June 19 
in a small town on the border of the free state 
of Danzig, the port city of the famous “corri- 
dor” which gives Poland access to the sea but 
which at the same time severs East Prussia 
from the rest of Germany. 

Thus the absorbing drama of Europe shifts 
the scene, like the fast-moving scenario of a 
screen drama, from Spain to Germany and 
Poland. The eyes of the observing world turn 
to Marienwerder to await the next develop- 
ment in the plot. 

The “Polish corridor” has been a potential 
breeder of conflict ever since it was greated by 
the treaty of Versailles. The port of Danzig 
once belonged to Poland. It was taken by Ger- 
many, thus closing Poland’s only access to the 
seas and oceans of the world. 

Then, at Versailles, it was made free, but by 
doing so East Prussia was severed from Ger- 
many. It was as though a foreign nation pos- 
sessed a strip cutting off New England from 
the rest of the United States. 

There is understandable resentment at this 
situation in Germany. Yet Poland will never 
allow her ocean doorway to be closed without 
protest. 

Should the fiery Der Fuehrer deliver one of 
his inflammatory addresses on June 19, it 
might easily be the spark to start a new armed 
conflict in eastern Europe. 

Should Germany and Poland clash, Russia 
would, in all probability, come to the aid of 
Poland. .. 

Reports of a new conspiracy in Russia te 
overthrow the Stalin government add still an- 
other angle to the situation. This latest plot 
is of serious import, in that it is understood 
to have been born among high officers of the 
Red army. One hundred army leaders have 
been arrested. There will be the inevitable 
aftermath of trials, either much publicized or 
utterly secretive. There will be executions and 
a new potential revolt will have been smoth- 


ered.

FARMER PROSPERS IN THE DUST BELT 

(From the Augusta Chronicle.) 
_ What do trees mean to a farmer? We are, 
intensely interested in the story of a farmer who 
realizes the boon of trees, as told in the Ameri- 
can Forest Magazine. He is J. J. Lydick, of Ne- 
— His 250-acre farm lies in the dust storm 
elt. 

Today the Lydick farm produces in drouth 
years twice as much corn per acre as surround- 
ing farms do, his apples trees are loaded when 
neighboring ones are barren, his potato crop 
booms when the sun has dried up every other 
potato vine within ten miles. 

Shortly after he bought his farm a quarter of 
a century ago, young Lydick suffered from hay 
fever. The doctors advised him to go to the 
mountains, where he could breathe the air of pine 
and fir. But Mr. Lydick chose to bring ever- 
greens to his farm. He planted pine and spruce 
and fir plentifully. His farm today is surrounded 
by a shelter belt of thousands of evergreens. 
These trees have guarded his farm from prairie 
winds, from dust storms. They have also re- 
tained the moisture in the land. 

Today on the open market Mr. Lydick’s farm 
would bring double the prevailing price an acre 
for like farms in the same locality. 

Within the zone of protection from these liv- 
ing green walls, in the drouth year of 1934, Mr. 
Lydick’s potatoes yielded 200 bushels to the acre, 
while other potato patches in Burt county dried 
out. Not a bushel of potatoes was grown within 
a radius of 10 miles of his farm. 

His cornfield was not irrigated, but the yield 
was 35 to 40 bushels to the acre, while neighbor- 
ing fields without the benefit of shelter belts, 


were burned up by hot winds. Likewise, his

congress by White House wafters. It is likely to be the one 
in the end, instead of the generally known compromises witch are 
being publicly discussed. 

This one has sugar all over it. The basic idea is this: There are 
10 sectional judicial circuits in the country, but only nine justices 
of the supreme court to preside over them. Orderly procedure re- 
quires the appointment of one more justice so that each supreme 
court member will have one circuit under his jurisdiction. But 
procedure should be changed so that (and here is the concentrated 
saccharine for congressional palates), in the future, the justice for 
each circuit must be chosen from his sectional circuit court of ap- 
peals. Thus the court would eventually represent all sections of the 
country (and thus also will judicial patronage be opened to sections, 
particularly the south, where appointments have been scarce). 

A second “but” in the proposition deals with the tough fact that 
the chief justice now presides over a circuit. It would obviously be 
unfair to appoint a chief justice from the same section of the coun- 
try all the time, so orderly procedure would again require that the 
chief justice be made an eleventh member of the court, appointed 
from the nation at large. 5 


EVENING UP This is a well thought-out proposal which is the 

: result of more than one sleepless night of official 
thinking. It sounds so orderly that it successfully disguises the fact 
that the President would get two additional supreme court appoint- 
ments to uphold his legal interpretations. 

The inside force of its appeal, however, is that it is politically 
inviting to southern and midwestern senators now opposing all court 
packing. 

The present supreme court is composed of justices from the fol- 
lowing states: New York, three (Hughes, Stone, Cardoza); Kentucky, 
(Brandeis, who really was appointed from Massachusetts); Tennes- 
see (McReynolds, who really was appointed from New York); Utah, 
Minnesota and Pennsylvania (Sutherland, Butler and Roberts, re- 
spectively). A vacancy now exists for the Van Devanter appoint- 
ment from Wyoming. . 

The talked-of “compromise” would prevent any new appoint- 
ments from New York for a long time, and would force appoint- 
ments from circuits not now represented on the court, including: 
Central Atlantic seaboard states, the South Central states (Okla- 
homa, Kansas, etc.,) and the Southern states. 


PROMOTION LIST There is something behind mildly printed 
rumors that Ambassador Hugh Gibson in 
Switzerland may be brought back here as undersecretary of state. 
At present, the talk really represents interdepartmental official dis- 
cussion of such a possibility, with a fair chance that it may work out. 
Gibson rates as an unusually valuable career man. He has been 
stationed at the “listening post of the world,” which is the League of 
Nations’ headquarters. The only hitch is that the bigger job here 
pays $2,000 less money annually than he now receives.

Is Your Mind? 

Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
president of Columbia University, 
delivered an address at the com- 
mencement exercises of that insti- 
tution on the subject, “When Is a 
Man Old?” , 
“Unhappily,” said Dr. Butler, 
“one may be young without being 
youthful, but happily one may be 
old without being aged.” 

Age of a man’s mind and soul, 
he pointed out, cannot be meas- 


jured in years, like that of his 


body. 

“Many of the oldest minds in 
the world, of which by no means 
the least number are to be found 
in the United States, have not yet 
reached their 30th birthday,” he 
continued. “They are fixed and 
set as to every conceivable ques- 
tion. They have definitely decided 
everything. That which they do 
not know—and whct an infinity it 
is!—is not worth knowing, and in- 
deed should not be known at all. 
Minds and temperaments such as 
these have reached advanced old 
age, not, of course, as measured in 
terms of years, but in fact. This 
explains many of the follies of 
those young persons who are not 
youthful and who probably never 
will be. Their recurring birthdays 
measure change only, not growth. 

“The open, alert, vigorous and 
well-disciplined mind bent upon 
the achievement of high ideals in 
practical fashion, facing new facts 
and new problems as the passing 
years reveal them, always willing 
to change a point of view or to 
alter a policy if new facts and new 
conditions so warrant, is youthful 
by nature no matter how many 
years may have passed over it. 
The mounting years find it grow- 
ing no older but keeping itself 
youthful, and manifesting that 
youth in a hundred ways.”

unions® from a class of citizens, 
most of. whom are considered 
to be too humble for the of- 
ficial attention of the Bureau of 


Internal Revenue. True, there is 
some clamor for a “widening of 
the tax base,” but even in the im- 
probable event of its being en- 
larged to catch a few brackets 
which are now beneath the in- 
terest of the treasury, the profits 
will not be very substantial. 

But below these brackets and 
all the way down the line of occu- 
pations embraced in unions, even 
to the poorest, the income tax ex- 
ists in practice, though under an- 
other name, proving that poli- 
ticians and statesmen underesti- 
mate the people’s ability to pay. 
The unions keep their own books 
and no politician would dare sug- 
gest that they be examined at a 
public investigation, with circus 
publicity, as that just isn’t in the 
cards. 

Yet it is interesting to speculate 
on the volume of money which the 
unions collect from a great section 
of the nation which the govern- 
ment, in its wisdom and mercy, 
has spared the dues of citizenship 
imposed on persons of better for- 
tune. Labor leaders are not at all 
sentimental about ability to pay. 

That these revenues constitute 
an income tax levied by private 
interests cannot be doubted. The 
members pay dues based on their 
rate of pay, which is the prin- 
ciple of the official income tax, 
and in addition, many of them are 
subject to high, if not extortion- 
ate, license fees, failing the pay- 
ment of which they may be pre- 
vented from earning a living. 


Initiation The initiation fee may 
R be $50 or $600, and 

evenues surely if any agency 
has the right to wring substantial 
sums from workmen as an en- 
trance fee in the pursuit of happi- 
ness, the government should come 
first. Then, also, in the matter of 
the regular dues the government 
waives its tax interest in favor of 
organizations which do not hesi- 
tate to tax people whom: congress 
has exempted on the ground of 
their poverty. 

It will be argued that these dues 
and license fees as well as assess- 
ments levied on the earnings of a 
group whom congress hasn’t the 
heart to tax are voluntary contri- 
butions, but that contention is not 
consistent with the check-off sys- 
tem. If the union members were 
enthusiastic contributors to their 
labor organizations it would not be 
necessary to deduct the money at 
the pay-office. 

Labor leaders have admitted 
that collections are unreliable 
when left to the willingness and 
conscience of the members. More- 
over, it is quite possible for 49 
per cent of a union membership 
to be unwilling about their union 
income taxes even if you ignore 
the possibility of individual ex- 
tortion practiced by leaders who 
acquire the power to give or with- 
hold jobs and to blackmail indi- 
viduals with threats of expulsion. 
Expulsion is a terrible thing, and 
a man may pay high to escape it. 

Labor politics is no less dark 
and ruthless than public politics, 
and the unions are extracting un- 
known, though obviously, enor- 
mous amounts from a private pre- 
serve of citizens whom the gov- 
ernment exempts. I do not sug- 
gest that the federal income tax 
be applied to all classes, however

Defeatism. 


NEW YORK—“Oh that I had 
wings like a dove! For then would 
I fly aw-y to a safe refuge.” It 
sounds poetic, this old world of the 
Psalmist. It is as if here someone 
is speaking, who, consumed by 
nostalgia, wants to get away from 
all that is base and vulgar, away 
to the idea, He does not know the 
goal to which he wants to fly, at 
any rate: it is something vague, 
but is another realm, something 
better, something higher. But 
when you look at the context from 
which the above words are taken 
(Psalm 55:6) you discover that 
they are terrible words. They are 
not just the poetic sigh of an 
idealist, but the cry of someone 
who is tired of life, who has no 
more courage left: the words of a 
defeatist. 

The Hebrew poet to whom these 
words are attributed lived hun- 
dreds of years before Christ, in a 
city and in conditions of complete 
demoralization. In whatever direc- 
tion he turns his glance, he sees 
violence and quarrels. Commerce 
and justice are corrupted. Misery 
and evil reign supreme. He draws 
a dismally black picture of his en- 
vironment. He sees not Ae slight- 
est ray of light. He can’t bear it 
any longer. He wants to get away 
from it all. He wants to flee. He 
wants to reach a safe refuge. He 
desires a place of security in the 
storm and stress around him. 


This defeatest poet, although 
separated from us by centuries, 
stands nearer to us than we would 
imagine. His cries of anguish are 
actuality. Also we have that feel- 
ing very often that everything is 
crumpling and breaking down. 
The facts overwhelm us. We see 
before our eyes how many things 
that were once deemed lockfast 
and sacred have begun to shake. 
States collapse. Systems of pro- 
duction tremble as houses whose 
foundations have been  under- 
mined. We see new forces in so- 
eiety working the mass mind to a 
point of insanity.. The roaring ma- 
chinery of our age may come to a 
standstill any moment. Moral, 
spiritual values are cast overboard 
as if they were raggedy worn-out 
clothes. You meet serious-minded 
people everywhere who say: “We 
don’t know to what we must hold 
fast. We don’t see any sense to this 
life, no goal. No. remedy avails. 
We wished we could get away 
from it all.” 


No Escape From Ourselves. 


If we take a look inside our own 
hearts, we also grow discour- 
aged. We see all that pride, that 
covetousness, that greed, that 
hasty anger. Maybe we have been 
fighting against it for years. But 
we seem always to lose ground. 
“When I want to do good, lo evil 
is present,” says St. Paul. We 
understand that plaint. We, too, 
grow weary and tired. Oh, to get 
away from it all! 

And yet we have no right to 
run away. Defeatist desires are 


always wrong. No matter how 
comprehensible they are. They, 
may not run away, neither thd 
statesman, who scarcely sees a 
way out of the difficulties thad@ 
beset him and his people, nor tha 
mother, with a large family, wha 
must struggle and struggle night 
and day. 

God gave everyone his place in 
life. Woe, the man or the woman, 
“who deserts his or her post. Diffi<. 
culties do not exist to be evaded, 
but to be conquered. Suffering, 
too, must be accepted in order ta 
be overcome. We may not run 
away and we cannot get away. Wa 
do not escape from ourselves even 
in the solitude. 


Elevation Through Faith. 


There is another word in the 
same Psalm which shows us the 
right way: “Cast thy burden upon 
the Lord anti He will sustain thee” 
and the poet adds: “I put my trust 
in Thee!” Whoever says this, ac< 
quires wings which lift him above 
the greatest difficulties.

Doves have wings which trans< 
port thene to the safety of a rock, 
In the same way trust and faith 
and confidence in God will bring 
us to safety and security at the 
divine heart.

Mayor Hartsfield Warns Ad- 
tion Must Use 


Rigid Economy. 


Instead of a surplus of funds, 
the municipality may end the year 
in the red, Mayor Hartsfield and 
city tax assessors said yesterday 
afternoon after a preliminary 
study of constitutional amend- 
ments voted in Tuesday’ s_ state 
election. 

A periodic report filed by as- 
sessors yesterday intimated if the 
city tax digest continues to in- 

crease at the same ratio for the re- 
mainder of the year as it did in 
1936, property values listed at 
$8,347, 215 more than were an- 
ticipated in the January finance 
sheet would be recorded. The ad- 
dition in values would mean an in- 
crease of $141,902 in revenue. 

Hartsfield and Joe C. Little, 
senior tax assessor, late yesterday 
pointed out that passage of the 
$300 exemption on personal prop- 
erty of citizens would cost the mu- 
nicipality between $75,000 and

ciated With,’ Was Frequent Estimate by 
Praise-Sparing Rockefeller.

“Fred Gates taught me the art 
of scientific, fundamental giving. 
He was the most valuable man I 
was ever associated with.” 

Unqualified assertions were rare 
with John D. Rockefeller. How- 
ever, intimates often heard him 
give this estimate of Frederick 
Taylor Gates, a remarkable 
preacher-businessman, who was 
chief Rockefeller almoner for al- 
most 40 years. 

As director of Rockefeller’s 
“Benevolent Trust,” Gates super- 
vised the distribution of hundreds 
of millions of dollars. He pleased 
John D. immensely by conducting 
the Benevolent Trust. on the 
same mathematical, wasteless lines 
Rockefeller himself employed in 
building up Standard Oil. 

Gates has been a clerk in a store 
and bank. He worked his way 
through the University of Roch- 
ester, N. Y., and Rochester The- 
ological Seminary. In the early 
1880’s he entered the Baptist min- 
istry. He was a natural mixer and 
seemed veritably to witch money 
from hard-boiled businessmen. 

Spotted John D. 

Gates conceived the idea of es- 
tablishing a great Baptist univer- 
sity in the middle west. The pa- 
pers were filled with fabulous 
stories of Rockefeller’s growing 
fortune. He made up his mind that 
Rockefeller was the man to back 
his educational project. 

Accordingly, early on a May 
morning of 1889, by appointment, 
Gates rang the bell at John D.’s 
old-fashioned, ugly” mansion at

" Gates conceived the Rockefeller 
Institute for Medical Research. It 
was Gates who organized the Gen- 
eral Education Board and obtained 
Rockefeller’s support. Gates was 
chief architect of the gigantic 
$200,000,000 Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, creator of subsidiary philan- 
thropies that range the earth. 

Rockefeller employed Gates as a 
business adviser as well as al- 
moner. | 

“T persuaded Mr. Gates to be- 
come a man of business,” John D. 
says. “He consented—if I would 
help him indulge his passion for 
accomplishing something for the 
good of mankind. Of course I as- 
sented. 

“Together we worked out 
schemes of philanthropy. ' We 
searched constantly for finalities. 
We tried to get at the cause of 
things, to cure evils at the source. 
That is why we were so intensely 
interested in the University of 
Chicago; it gave so much atten- 
tion to research.”

modities and manufactured goods. 

“(B) That the remaining 12- 
cent loan cotton be removed from 
the market until March, 1938, and 
beginning March 1, 1938, the re- 
maining 12-cent loan cotton be 
sold in a constructive way. 

~ Adequate Credit. 

*(C) An adequate currency and 
credit system that will enable our 
farmers to receive an equitable 
price for their commodities. 

“(D) That basic currency be is- 
sued against the billions of dollars 
of sterile gold until the commodity 
price level has been restored to 
approximately the 1926 level.

Teacher and lawyer until he 
suddenly entered politics when he 
was 42 years of age, Sir Robert 
succeeded Sir Wilfred Laurier as 
premier in 1911.° He remained in 
office until June 10, 1920, when 
he resigned because of poor 
health. 


He entered parliament in 1896, 
became Conservative leader in 
1901 at the height of the Liberal 
Sir Wilfred Laurier’s popularity, 
and rode into power in 1911 in op- 
position to a proposed reciprocity 
trade treaty with the United 
States. Then when the war ended 
he played a leading part in the 
Versailles peace conference and 
insisted that Canada sign the 
treaty as a separate nation.

followed the car rather leisurely, 
and finally ranged alongside. 

When the men in the coach saw 
police in the other vehicle, the 
driver immediately stepped on the 
gas, and the coach proceeded on 
its way at high speeds, out Church 
street, to Dunlap street, to Main 
street, to Vesta street. 

The coach then doubled back on 
Main street, picking up greater 
speed as it proceeded down Mercer 
street. At this point in the chase, 
the pursued car reached a speed 
of between 85 and 90 miles an 
hour and the men in the car began 
shooting at their pursuers. 

Police Car Struck. 

The officers said the man in 
the rear seat ducked to the floor, 
as the man sitting next to the 
driver opened fire. Several shots 
were fired at the police car. Bul- 
lets failed to hit the officers, how- 
ever, but struck the,radiator and 
lower part of the windshield. 

Meanwhile, as Patrolman West 
crouched low over the steering 
wheel, Patrolman Gilbert returned 
the fire, loosing several shots at 
the fleeing car. Two bullets 
crashed through the rear window. 
Another struck the rear of the car. 

The cars sped forward, out West 
Mercer street. ._The pursued car 
found itself trapped at the dead 
end of West Mercer and Pierce 
streets. With no way to turn, 
Turner drove ahead. The coach 
hurtled wn the embankment 
and into the garden. Miraculous- 
ly, the car did not overturn, but 
landed on its four wheels. The 
men leaped out, and ran off. 

Turner was the last to leave the 
ear, his companions having gained 
something of a head start on the 
police. Patrolman Gilbert leaped 
from the police car, as his com- 
rade braked the car to a halt at 
the edge of the embankment. 

Slain at 100 Yards. 

Raising his service pistol, Pa- 
trolman Gilbert fired. The bullet 
traveled more than 100 yards and 

struck Turner in the lower part 
of the back. He fell, dying vir- 
tually instantly. The bullet had 
penetrated the right kidney. 

An ambulance was called, and 
the alarm sounded. Search of 
abandoned car revealed a 12- 
guage, sawed-off shotgun, with 
the stock removed; a 16-shot, .38- 
caliber rifle; two long knives; a 
quantity of clothing, and a small 
quantity of food. 


The killing of Turner was the | — 


first in line of duty for Patrol- 
man Gilbert. 

“T was sorry I had to shoot 
him,” he said, “but it was a case 
of either shoot or have. him es- 
cape. And I didn’t want him to 
escape.” 

Turner’s body was taken to the 
undertaking establishment of 
Howard L. Carmichael. 

Turner, who lived at 716° Wable 
avenue, East Point, was arrested 
December 23, 1936, when Detec- 
tives Leo Nahlik and M. M. Cop- 
penger captured him and his 
brother, Forrest, and several oth- 
er companions in an automobile 
loaded with firearms. 


Fined for Misdemeanor. 

He was subsequently tried on a 
misdemeanor charge of possessing 
a concealed weapon. He pleaded 
guilty before Judge Hugh M. 
Dorsey and was given a 12- 
month suspended sentence. 

Records of county police and 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion show no _ (further crimes 
charged against him. 

The record on Chester Turner 
showed that he escaped recently 
from the Cherokee county chain 
gang, at about the same time that 
Slim Scarborough, _life-termer, 
took his last French leave. 

Chester Turner was originally 
arrested in Atlanta December 2, 
1935, on charges of larceny of an 
automobile and forgery. He was 
sentenced to three to five years, 
and was serving this sentence 
when he escaped. 

Baker was arrested in Atlanta 
for larceny of an automobile in 
September, 1934. He was later 
arrested on a similar charge in 
Rome. Officers of that city also 
charged and convicted him on a 
forgery count. He escaped from 
the Floyd county chain gang, 
county police records show.

Wine Also Pays. 


“As a local industry to provide 
markets for fruits, berries, grapes 
and products grown by Georgia 
farmérs, the sale of wine has been 
legalized in Georgia, and wine is 
paying a revenue to the state. 
Every gallon of untaxed whisky 
sold in Georgia deprives the state 
of at least $1.20 of revenue, 
should such funds have been spent 
for wine. Beer and wine having 
been legalized the same is being 
controlled and the state is receiv- 
ing much-needed revenue, but this 
revenue is being materially re- 
duced by illegal, untaxed whisky. 
We sincerely hope that the forces 
opposed to the sale of illegal whis- 
ky in Georgia, as shown by the 
referendum, will lend every aid 
and encouragement to the enforce- 
ment agencies of the state, in order 
that authorized business may be 
protected from illegal competition, 
and the revenues of the state safe- 
guarded, and to this end we feel 
that the federal government 
should afford to Georgia the full 
protection guaranteed under the 
twenty-first amendment, as against 
the importation of foreign whiskys 
into this state.

“Little Rock is considered to have 
the best group of twirlers, with 
mers i ranking second and Bir- 
mingham third. But none of the 
three is considered to have ex- 
traordinary pitching. 

The other five clubs—Atlanta, 
Chattanooga, Knoxville, New Or- 
leans and Nashville—have noth- 
ing to brag about in the way of 
pitchers. In fact, they deem it 
fortunate when they can outslug 
the opposition and win. 

An indication of the pitching 
can be gleaned from the record. of 
Atlanta versus Nashville in the last 
two series. 

In the four-game series at Nash- 
ville, the Crackers clubbed Vol 
pitching for 71 hits. The Vols se- 
cured 46 off the Atlanta twirlers. 

And in the four-game series just 
closed, the Crackers got 56 hits 
against Nashville’s 40. This gave 
Atlanta 127 hits for the eight 
games; Nashville 86. 


KATY, BAR THE DOOR! 

The combined total of hits for 
the eight games is a bit staggering. 
The total is 213 hits. 

In other words, the Crackers 
averaged almost 16 hits a game; 
the Vols 11. 

You can hear talk now and then 
of batting “weaknesses” and what 
the pitchers are throwing to get 
hitters out. 

Here’s an idea how well the 


pitchers are succeeding around the 


Martin circuit: . 

Atlanta’s own Emil Mailho, who 
finished half a season last year 
with a mark of .315, is setting a 
merry pace with a mark of .383. 

Then there’s Alex Hooks, of the 
Crackers.

The point is that all these fel- 
lows may have weaknesses, but 
you can’t prove it by the caliber 
of Southern league pitching. 

Ordinarily, the pitchers have the 
upper hand at this time of the 
year. But it isn’t an ordinary 
year. The older batsmen whose 
averages generally rise with the 
thermometer are already hitting 
much more than they ordinarily 
would finish with at the end of 
the season.

oa MODERN medical history which boasts the names of doctors and 
scientists of world renown will soon be added the name, Rucker, 
representing an illustrious Georgia family. The name will indicate a 
_ type of recently discovered germ, which will be listed in medical 
journals as “Type Rucker.” 

This unusual honor to the family has come through the efforts 
of one of its youngest members, Nellie Rucker, the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs, Lamar b Rucker, of Athens. 

At present Nellie is a student at the celebrated University of Heidel- 
berg, having entered on an exchange scholarship from the University 
of Georgia last year. In recognition of her outstanding accomplish- 
ments in research, she will soon begin a thesis in bacteriology which 
will lead to a doctor’s degree in chemistry next summer. By that time 
she will have completed a four-year course in the remarkably short 
space of two years.

Headache is the outstanding 
symptom of anoxia. Anoxia is lack 
of oxygen in the tissues and cells. 
Frequent cause of anoxia is slight 
carbon monoxide gassing repeated 
daily over. a considerable period; 
that is, inhalation of air con 
anything up to 1 part in 1,000 or 
2,000 of carbon monoxide from any 
of the numerous sources of mo- 
noxide in modern life. 

Anoxia from carbon monoxide

The headache is usually dull and 
located in the forehead.

monoxide anoxia can bring little 
if any relief until the source of the 
monoxide is found and removed, 
or the patient removed from the 
environment. Recovery will de- 
pend on how much damage the 
tissues and cells have _ suffered 
from deprivation of oxygen. Re- 
member, there is no ‘question of 
poisoning, for carbon monoxide is 


not injurious to cells or tissues.

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MORE ABOUT THE AURORAS. 


Most readers probably have 
seen the Northern Lights, or Au- 
rora Borealis, at one time or an- 
other, but not many of us have 
had the good fortune to observe 
them in their full glory in a far 
northern place. Here are the 
words of George Kennan, who saw 
a splendid display in Siberia: 


gee otiateile iallieg 
Curtain of the Southern Lights. 


“The whole universe seemed to 
be on fire. A broad arch of bril- 
liant colors spanned the heavens 
from east to west, like a gigantic 
rainbow, with a fringe of crimson 
and yellow streamers stretching up 
to the zenith. Every portion of the 
vast arch was wavering, trembling 
and changing color. The brilliant 
streamers swept back and forth in 
great curves. 

“The luminous bands revolved 
swiftly like the spokes of a great 
wheel of light across the heavens. 
The streamers hurried back and 
forth, and now and then a great 
wave of crimson would surge up 
from the north and fairly deluge 
the whole sky with color, tinging 
the snowy earth with its rosy re- 
flection. 

“But the end was not yet! The 
whole heaven seemed transformed 
into shattered rainbows. The sky 
was ‘one molten, mantling sea of 
color and fire, crimson and purple, 
scarlet and green.’” 

We may wonder just _ what 


that same question has held the 
interest of many scientists. They 
are not certain that they have the 
full answer, but some facts are 
fairly clear. As we said yesterday, 
the lights are to be seen most oft- 
en when the sun has many spots. 
This is good proof that the sun’s 
rays have something to do with 
the lights. 

Another fact is that the North- 
ern Lights spread out from a re- 
gion above the magnetic north 
pole. This indicates that the mag- 
netism of the earth helps to pro- 
duce them. 

A modern theory is that “alpha 
and beta electric rays” from the 
sun strike the earth’s air and help 
produce the lighting effects. They 
must travel in some way along 
the earth’s “magnetic lines.” 

The question follows, “How do 
the rays of streamers travel thou- 
sands of miles southward, so they 
sometimes can be seen by people 
in southern Canada and in the 
United States? 

As we attempt to answer that, 


we must remember that the air 


around the: earth contains the 
“dust” of millions of ymeteors 
which have burned to ashes after 
striking the air. Meteors contain 
large amounts of iron, and thi 
metal—even in powdered form— 
may serve to carry el 
waves, 

People living south of the equa- 
tor do not have the Northern 
Lights, but they have sométhing 
about equally as good—the Auro- 
ra Austrafis, or Southern Lights. 
Photographs of the Southern 
Lights show them to be of great 
beauty. Sometimes they appear 
as thick, brilliant curtains of light.

In Deterence to Russian Sentiment 


Atlanta Businessman Sketches Background of Nonstop 
Moscow-San Francisco Air Attempt by Sigismund 
Levanevusky, Foremost Red Flier. 


Editor’s Note: Sigismund Levanesvsky, Russia’s foremost air-' 
man, is poised to attempt a nonstop flight from Moscow to San 
Francisco by way of the north pole. 


Joseph A. Loewinsohn, At- 


lanta businessman, a native of Russia, whose brother is one of the 


foremost Soviet architects, in the subjoined article explains how 
Levanevsky, chosen for the mission by Josef Stalin, master of 
Soviet Russia, has prepared for the flight, undaunted by failure— 


owing to mechanical difficulties—to achieve. the same goal two 


years ago.

In expressing the hope that 
Sigismund Levanevsky, Russia’s 
premier aviator, the son of a Len- 
ingrad janitor, should be the pilot 
of the first passenger air liner to 
span the formidable distance be- 
tween Moscow and San Francisco, 
Joseph Stalin reflected the popular 
sentiment of the Soviet Union. 

Although the Soviets have a 
great number of splendid and 
courageous airmen, there is no 
doubt that the broad-shouldered, 
keen-eyed Levanevsky, the bearer 
of the coveted honorary title of 
“the hero of the Soviet Union,” is 
the best suited for the hazardous 
flight. 


Courage Undaunted. 


Levanevsky’s first unsuccessful 
attempt of a non-stop flight in Au- 
gust, 1935, between Moscow and 
San Francisco failed to daunt his 
courage. Now, after two years of 
painstaking preparations, experi- 
mental flights in atmospheric con- 
ditions similar to those prevalent 
in polar regions, and intensive 
training of body and spirit, Le- 
vanevsky is confident that his sec- 
ond attempt will prove a success. 
Stalin and the entire Soviet Union 
have the utmost confidence in this 
remarkably cool and self-reliant 
man. 

The writer vividly recalls Le- 
vanevsky’s take off on his abortive 
flight to San Francisco which took 
place on August 3, 1935, at 6 
o’clock in the morning. Moscow 
was still asleep on that dark, rainy, 
dismal morning when the then 
American ambassador, William C. 
Bullitt, Clementi Voroshilov, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Red army, 
Yagoda (head of the former G. P. 
U., who has since been removed 
from his post), Andrey Tupolev 
(the designer of the plane), Pro- 
fessor Otto Youlievich Schmidt 
(the leader of the spectacular flight 
to the North Pole), a group of 
prominent Soviet fliers, and a 
dozen foreign correspondents, 
gathered at the Schelkovsky air- 
drome, near Moscow. 


Cheerful in Rain. 


The autumnal rain was coming 
down in bucketfuls. The gallant 
crew of the bright red Soviet 
plane, “U. S. S. R. 025,” flashed 
smiles of confidence as they bid 
exuberant goodbyes to the official 
well-wishers. Levanevsky was 
pilot, Baidukov, co-pilot, and Lev- 
chenko, the navigator. 

The white light of a skyrocket 
illumined the semi-darkness of the 
airport. It was the signal that the 
runway was clear.’ The plane, in 
answer, released a rocket of red.

of Levanevsky and his command. 


Soviet Construction. 


Besides embodying the latest 
technical imprevements in aero- 
dynamics, Levanevsky’s plane will 
have a number of devices that 
|constitute the last word in aerial 
| navigation. The radio aboard the 
plane, for instance, will be capa- 
ble of: sending and receiving mes- 
sages 9,000 miles away. The con- 
ventional German sun compass for 
blind flying over the north pole 
was found inadequate and a finer 
compass was constructed by soviet 
scientists, while new and marvel- 
ously accurate instruments for re- 
cording wind velocity and atmos- 
pheric pressure were developed. 
The plane’s cabins will be heat- 
ed so that regardless of the se- 
verity of cold outside, the. occu- 
pants of the plane may feel com- 
fortable in ordinary street clothes. 
The machine will carry fuel for 
80 hours of flying and provisions 
to last 45 days.

funds estimated as high as $223,- 


000,000, 
Extension Added. 

A two-year extension of the 
Public Works Administration, al- 
ready approved by the house, was 
added as an amendment with 
changes to permit use of available 
money and the PWA revolving 
funds up to $300,000,000 for con- 
struction projects. 

The subcommittee acted shortly 
after the senate had authorized 
the creation of a special commit- 
tee to investigate unemployment 
and relief policies and to formu- 
late permanent programs for han- 
dling them. 

Other changes in the relief bill 
made by the subcommittee in- 
cluded fixing a limit of 5 per cent 
on administrative expenses, ex- 
cept on relief funds expended 
through the general accounting 
office, treasury, Resettlement Ad- 
ministration and the ‘Compensa- 
tion Board. 

No Earmarks. 

Chairman Adams, Democrat,

BANKS URGED TO WIN 
PUBLIC- CONFIDENCE 


Prestige of Profession Must 
Be Restored, Young Tells 
Association. 


ROME, Ga., June 10.—(4)—H. 
Lane Young, of Atlanta, president 
of the Georgia Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, said today bankers need “to 
restore the prestige of the pro- 
fession and to rebuild the confi- 
dence of the public.” 

Young, who is vice president 
and executive manager of the 
Citizens & Southern National 
Bank, told the bankers at their 
64th annual state convention in 
his report, “banking is: becoming 
more of a science, and our future 
bankers must be prepared for 
such duties.” He urged them to 
study banking problems. 

He praised the bankers’ in- 
creased interest and participation 
in farming problems. He said the 
association’s agricultural commit~ 
tee’s “major efforts were con- 
centrated upon co-operation with 
the well-defined agencies work- 
ing\for the expansion of the cat- 
tie industry of the state and upon 
combatting soil erosion.” 

- Private Banking. 

The president, discussing “The 
Private Banking Situation —- in 
Georgia,” said “extreme efforts 
were made to bring about a meet- 
ing of minds that would result in 
the proper regulation and super- 
vision of this class of banks, but 
so sharply divided were the con- 
tending forces that no legislation 
of this character was enacted.” 

Young said “more than 60 pri- 
vate banks are now in operation 
in Georgia, out of total of 232 
such banks in the United States, 
without any kind of examination 
or supervision as enjoined by the 
federal statute of 1935.” 

Alabaman Speaks. 

During the afternoon session, 
Dr. J. Wittmeier, president of the 
First National Bank at Oneonta, 
Ala., told the bankers he would 
not be surprised “if those who 
have the power will soon crack 
down on the banks and make 
them lower their interest rate, 
which will automatically put 
many banks out of business.” 

Speaking on “Sacredness of the 
Soil,” he urged the bankers to a 
greater interest in agriculture, and 
said, “While I do not like govern- 
ment paternalism it seems that 
we will be forced to some kind 
of planned soil conservation by 
the- state or by the federal gov- 
ernment for the protection of fu- 
ture generations.” 

Country Banking. 

A. L. M. Wiggins, president of 
the Bank of Hartsville, S. C., 
Stock of 
country Banking,” and “What we 
have known as old-style country 
benking seems to have passed out 
of the picture.” 

After discussing various bank- 
ing problems, he said: “My con- 
clusion is that, compared to oth- 
er fields of business enterprise, 
the problems of country banking 
are no greater than the problems 
of other business so long as the 
banking business is soundly ad- 
ministered and meets with pub- 
li¢ approval.” 

Walter S. Brown, acting direc- 
tor of the state agricultural ex- 
tension service, spoke to. the 
bankers on “Practical Application 
of Soil Building in Georgia.”

A sales tax to finance Georgia’s 
“New Deal” agencies was discuss- 
ed widely in political circles yes- 

‘in view of defeat for pro- 
hibition repeal and the loss of a 
eg $3,000,000 income from 

Beveral legislato 

eral le rs privately ad- 
mitted the possibility of such a 
tax having to be passed, and one 
said “a sales tax of some kind 
geems inevitable.” 

This last statement came from a 
member of the general assembly 
who took part in writing tax laws 
to the program of Gov- 
ernor E. D. Rivers—a $10,000,000 
expansion of the state’s budget. 

Rivers’ Statement, 

Just before the election, how- 
ever, Governor Rivers issued a 
gaan a ee he said 

new taxes wo necessa 
to finance his program—and he 
did not figure the liquor tax in his 
estimates of income. 

A leading legislator—declining 
to be quoted by name—said “only 
a miracle boosting state income by 
a large amount will keep us from 
having to turn to a sales tax.” 

While the Governor apparently 
was satisfied sufficient money 
would be found for operating the 
state without resorting to new 
levies, other close observers pre- 
dicted income would be insuf- 
ficient to pay only between 60 and 
70 per cent of the $20,000,000 ap- 
propriations for the year begin- 
ning July 1. 

Given Alternative. 

House Speaker Roy V. Harris, 
discussing financial affairs on the 
legislative floor last March, told 
members they would have to 
choose between a sales tax and a 
tax on liquor to finance the so- 
cial security program calling for 
$3,250,000. 

Reminded of the statement yes- 
terday, Harris said he had no 
comment to make on it and added: 

“A study of one or two months 
will be necessary to determine 
what has to be done or what can 
be done.” 

He said it first must be deter- 
mined what income will be de- 
rived from taxes already levied. 

Both gross receipts and sales 
tax bills were introduced in the 
1937 general assembly, but legis- 
lators failed to debate them after 
passing a number of other reve- 
nue-raising measures. 

These are the present sources 
which apparently have been ex- 
hausted by the present legisla- 


ture: 
These Exhausted? 

Income—Rates hiked and ex- 
emptions lowered. 

Cigars and cigaréts—Virtually 
doubled. 

Beer—Doubled. 

Wine—Taxed for the first time. 

Taxes which have no relation 
to the appropriations bill since 
their incomes are allocated direct- 
ly for special purposes are: 


Gasoline—To the state highway 
department, counties for roads and 
schools.

Bus and truck—To the 
highway department for 
routes, 

The state property tax—Now 
at three mills—could be raised to 
five to bring in $2,000,000 more a 
year, and some observers regard- 
ed repeal defeat as a practical 
mandate on the Governor either 
to do this or to request some new 
tax. 

One new source of revenue pos- 
sibly will come from the intang- 
ible tax amendment, adopted by 
the people the same day they re- 
jected repeal. 

It is around this amendment 


that Rivers expects to base the 
business of the special legislatuve | 
session to be called “from Thanks- | 
giving to Christmas.” 

It wil permit a revamping of | 
the property tax system and will | 
allow, Rivers says, the taxing of | 
intangible property now giving the | 
state only a minor income.
